We  believe  in  Cuba’s  right  to  self-determination 
and  that  the  denial  of  that  right  through  Intervention 
by  our  government  can  lead  to  our  annihilation  in  World 
War  III.'  We  need  your  help  as  we  continue  to  work  for 
better  U.  S .  -  Cuban  relations .  We  need  your  advice, 
your  money,  your  know-how  to  make  the  Philadelphia  Chapter

On  May  1,  1961,  PH  T-2  advised  that  toward  the  end 
of  April  1961,  the  subject  was  handling  the  preparation  of 
FPCC  correspondence.  During  this  period  she  remarked  that 
the  July  26th  Revolutionary  Movement  would  soon  be  dissolved 
and  that  the  FPCC  would  take  over.  She  stated  she  was  given 
specific  orders  and  instructions  from  the , Cuban  Embassy  in 
Washington.

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The  April  6,  I960,  edition  of  "The  New  York  Times” 
newspaper  contains  a  full-page  advertisement  captioned  ”What  Is 
Really  Happening  in  Cuba”,  placed  by  the  FPCC,  This  advertisement 
announced  the  formation  of  the  FPCC  in  New  York  City,  listed 
various  sponsor's  of  the  Committee  and  declared  the  FPCC  intended 
to  promulgate  ”the  truth  about  revolutionary  Cuba”  to  neutralize 
the  distorted  American  press  on  Cuban  affairs, 

’’The  New  York  Times”  edition  of  January  11,  1961,  report¬ 
ed  that  at  a  hearing  conducted  before  the  United  states  Senate 
Internal  Security  Subcommittee  on  January  10,  1961,  Dr,  CHARLES  A, 
SANTOS-BUCH  identified  himself  as  one  of  the  organizers  of  the 
FPCC.  Also,  Dr.  SANTOS-BUCH  identified  ROBERT  TABER  as  a  co¬ 
organizer  of  the  FPCC  and  said  TABER  drafted  the  aforementioned 
FPCC  advertisement.  Dr.  SANTOS-BUCH  further  testified  that  he  and 
TABER  obtained  $3, £>00  from  the  Cuban  Government  through  the  son  of 
Cuba's  Foreign  Minister,  which  funds,  along  with  about  $1,100 
collected  from  supporters  of  the  FPCC,  paid  for  the  cost  of  afore¬ 
mentioned  advertisement  in'  ”The  New  York  Times." 

On  October  3*  I960,  a  source  advised  that  the  Socialist 
Workers  Party  (SWP)  in  New  York  had  become  active  in  the  FPCC,  and 
that  SWP  members,  in  a  recent  FPCC  election,  had  been  able  to  remove 
several  Communist  Party  members  who  were  on  the  Executive  Board  of  the 
FPCC  and  gain  control  of  the  organization.  This  source  asserted  that 
the  SWP  members  believed  that,  they  had  achieved  a  great  influence  in 
the  course  of  the  Cuban  revolution  through  their  control  of.  the  FPCC. 

On  February  10,  1961,  a  second  source  advised  that  PHIL 
BART,  National  Organizational  Secretary  and  member  of  the  National 
Committee,  CPUSA,  had  reportedly  stated  recently  that  the  FPCC  had 
been  captured  by  the  Trotskyites, ■  but!; that  the  CP  had  not  given  up  in 
the  FPCC. 


The  SWP  and  the  CPUSA  have  been  designated  by  the 
Attorney  General  of  the  United  States  pursuant  to  Executive  Order 
10450. 
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The  July  26th  Movement  is  a  revolutionary  organization 
founded  and  led  by  Fidel  Castro,  now  Prime  Minister  of  Cuba.

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She  resigned  on  July  1,  i960,  giving  as  a  reason  for 
resignation  her  intention  to  travel  with  her  husband 
and  possibly  Settle  in  another  city, 

Mr.  GREENBERG  explained  that  subsequently,  the  subject 
applied  for  reinstatement,  which  was  denied  on  the  basis  of  her 
previous  work  record.  He  stated  that  there  was  some  newspaper 
publicity  concerning  this  denial  of  reinstatement,  apparently 
provoked  by  the  subject’s  claim  that  the  refusal  was  based  on 
her  activities  in  the  Pair  Play  for  Cuba  Committee .

CHARACTERIZATION  OF  ORGANIZATIONS 
FAIR  PLAY  FOR  CUBA  COMMITTEE  (FPCC ) 


The  April  6,  196 0*  edition  of  "The  New  York  Times" 
newspaper  contains  a  full-page  advertisement  captioned  "What  Is 
Really  Happening  in  Cuba",  placed  by  the  FPCC.  This  advertisement 
announced  the  formation  of  the  FPCC  in  New  York  City,  listed 
various  sponsors  of  the  Committee  and  declared  the  FPCC  intended 
to  promulgate  "the  truth  about  revolutionary  Cuba"  to  neutralize 
the  distorted  American  press  on  Cuban  affairs, 

"The  New  York  Times"  edition  of  January  11,  1961,  report¬ 
ed  that  at  a  hearing  conducted  before  the  United  states  Senate 
Internal  Security  Subcommittee  on  January  10,  196i,  Dr.  CHARLES  A. 
SANTOS-BUCH  identified  himself  as  one  of  the  organizers  of  the 
FPCC.  Also,  Dr.  SANTOS-BUCH  identified  ROBERT  TABER  as  a  co¬ 
organizer  of  the  FPCC  and  said  TABER  drafted  the  aforementioned 
FPCC  advertisement.  Dr.  SANTOS-BUCH  further  testified  that  he  and 
TABER  obtained  $3*500  from  the  Cuban  Government  through  the  son  of 
Cuba’s  Foreign  Minister,  which  funds,  along  with  about  $1,100 
collected  from  supporters  of  the  FPCC,  paid  for  the  cost  of  afore¬ 
mentioned  advertisement  in  "The  New  York  Times." 

On  October  3»  I960,  a  source  advised  that  the  Socialist 
Workers  Party  (SWP)  in  New  York  had  become  active  in  the  FPCC,  and 
that  SWP  members,  in  a  recent  FPCC  election,  had  been  able  to  remove 
several  Communist  Party  members  who  were  on  the  Executive  Board  of  the 
FPCC  and  gain  control  of  the  organization.  This  source  asserted  that 
the  SWP  members  believed  that  they  had  achieved  a  great  influence  in 
the  course  of  the  Cuban  revolution  through  their  control  of  the  FPCC. 

On  February  10,  1961,  a  second  source  advised  that  PHIL 
BART,  National  Organizational  Secretary  and  member  of  the  National 
Committee,  CPUSA,  had  reportedly  stated  recently  that  the  FPCC  had 
been  captured  by  the  Trotskyites,  but  that  the  CP  had  not  given  up  in 
the  FPCC.

Page  2,  Columns  6,  7  and  8,  of  the  June  3,  1961, 
issued  of  The  Philadelphia  Tribune,  published  in  Philadelphia, 
Pa.,  contains  an  article  captioned  "Librarian  Loses  Position; 
Planned  Visit  To  Cuba."  This  article  reports  that  Mrs.  MARIAN 
METELITS,  who  had  been  a  City  Librarian  for  12  years,  took  a 
leave  of  absence  in  June  1961,  with  the  intention  of  visiting 
Cuba.  She  was  unable  to  make  this  trip  due  to  pregnancy  and 
found  she  could  not  return  to  her  position  at  the  Central 
Library  because  she  had  been  told  "You're  no  longer  acceptable. 
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and  It  would  be  unfair  for  this  branch  to  re-instate  a  person 
as  undependable  as  you.”  The  article  continues  that  Mrs. 
METELITS,  who  is  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Fair  Play  for  Cuba 
Committee  (FPCC),  believes  the  official  refused  to  reinstate 
her  because  of  her  affiliation  with  the  Cuban  group. 

A  characterization  of  the  Fair  Play  for  Cuba  Committee 
appears  in  the  Appendix  of  this  report. 

On  January  31,  1962,  HERMAN  GREENBERG,  Assistant 
Personnel  Officer,  Main  Branch,  Philadelphia  Free  Library, 
Philadelphia,  Pa.,  furnished  SA  JOE  c.  SPARKS  the  following 
information  concerning  the  subject: 

The  subject  was  originally  employed  by  the  Philadelphia 
Free  Library  as  MARION  BUTLER  on  April  1,  1948.  She  resigned 
on  November  6,  1954,  and  was  reinstated  on  October  3,  1955, 
at  the  Lehigh  Branch  of  the  Library  System. 

On  July  9,  1956,  she  was  transferred  to  the  Wyoming 
Branch  and  on  January  1,  1959,  she  again  transferred  to  the 
Wadsworth  Branch. 

She  resigned  on  July  1,  i960,  giving  as  a  reason 
for  resignation  her  intention  to  travel  with  her  husband  and 
possibly  settle  in  another  city. 

Mr.  GREENBERG  explained  that  subsequently,  the  subject 
applied  for  reinstatement,  which  was  denied  on  the  basis  of 
her  previous  work  record.  He  stated  that  there  was  some 
newspaper  publicity  concerning  this  denial  of  reinstatement, 
apparently  provoked  by  the  subject’s  claim  that  the  refusal 
was  based  on  her  activities  in  the  Fair  Play  for  Cuba  Committee. 

Mr.  GREENBERG  advised  this  activity  had  nothing  to  do 
with  the  subject  not  being  reinstated;  and,  for  that  matter, 
her  activity  in  the  Fair  Play  for  Cuba  Committee  was  not  known 
to  library  officials  at  the  time  of  the  refusal. 

Mr.  GREENBERG  advised  that  the  subject’s  file  indicates 
that  she  was  abandoned  by  her  parents  as  a  child  and  was  brought

up  by  distant  relatives  who  served  as  her  foster  parents. 

In  this  connection,  she  used  the  name  MONTGOMERY.  Neither 
the  names  of  her  true  parents  nor  the  names  of  her  foster 
parents  are  set  out.

"Congratulations  for  having  the  courage  to  publish

PH  T-12  on  May  21  and  22,  1961,  advised  that  the 
FPCC  Headquarters,  799  Broadway,  New  York,  N.  Y.,  mailing  list 
included  MARION  METELITS,  347  West  Glen  Echo  Road,  Philadelphia, 
Pa. 


PH  T-2  on  May  18,  1961,  advised  that  on  May  7,  1961, 
the  Philadelphia  Chapter  FPCC  held  a  general  membership 
meeting  at  Boslover  Hall,  7th  and  Pine  Streets.  This  meeting 
was  attended  by  25  individuals  among  whom  was  MARION  METELITS. 

PH  T-3  on  May  25,  1961,  advised  that  on  May  24,  1961, 
individuals  from  both  the  July  26th  Revolutionary  Movement 
and  the  FPCC  met  in  a  private  home  at  6534  Cutler  Street.  There 
was  a  showing  of  Spanish  films  with  English  translations.  During 
this  meeting  MARION  METELITS  addressed  the  group.  METELITS 
said  that  if  any  member  of  the  FPCC  or  the  July  26th  Revolutionary 
Movement  was  involved  in  any  way  with  the  law  or  with  the 
Federal  Government,  he  should  get  in  touch  with  her  as  the 
FPCC  has  some  important  inside  connections  with  lawyers, 
executives  and  Harvard  University  professors.  She  said  that 
anyone  in  trouble  should  call  her  anytime  of  the  day  or  night 
and  she  would  be  glad  to  help  them.

Continuing  the 
protest,  we  participated  in  the  demonstrations 
in  Washington,  D.  C.,  of  the  July  26th  Movement 
and  the  Nonviolent  Committee  for  Cuban 
Independence.  We  have  made  hundreds  of 
organizations  aware  of  our  Speaker's  Bureau. 

We  have  attempted  to  establish  favorable 
contacts  with  the  press,  achieving  success 
with  the  Negro  press  alone.  We  have  held 
three  well  attended  public  meetings.  We 
have  contacted  other  groups  Interested  in  peace 
and  nonintervention. 

"We  have  arranged  several  small  private  fund 
raising  affairs .  We  have  established  a  library 
and  clipping  file  for  study  and  research. 

We  have  begun  a  collection  of  tapes  of  talks 
on  Cuba,  available  for  use  by  other  groups. 

We  believe  on  Cuba's  right  to  self-determination 
and  that  the  denial  of  that  right  through 
intervention  by  our  government  can  lead  to 
our  annihilation  in  World  War  III.  We  need 
your  help  as  we  continue  to  work  for  Better 
U.  S.  -  Cuban  relations.  !we  need  your  advice, 
your  money,  your  know-how  to  make  the  Philadelphia 
Chapter  of  PPCC  a  truly  vigorous  and  effective 
committee. " 

The  August  I96I  issue  of  the  "Philadelphia  News  Letter" 
contains  the  following  under  the  caption  "MARION  and  MELVIN 
METELITS":

PH  T-10,  PH  T-ll  and  PH  T-14  each  identified  MARION 
METELITS  as  having  been  present  at  the  meeting  and  PH  T-ll 
and  PH  T-l4  advised  that  METELITS  was  chairman  of  the  meeting.

PH  T-2  on  March  14*  1962*  advised  that  the  Philadelphia 
Chapter  PPCC  met  at  the  Essex  Hotel,  13th  and  Filbert  Streets, 
on  March  11,  1962.  The  informant  advised  that  MARION  METELITS 
addressed  this  meeting,  which  was  attended  by  approximately 
35  individuals. 
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”  PH  T-ll  on  March  15,  1962,  and  PH  T-14  on  March  14, 

1962,  furnished  substantially  the  same  informat ion_as  that 
furnished  by  PH  T-2  concerning  the  meeting  of  the  Philadelphia 
Chapter  of  the  FPCC  at  the  Essex  Hotel  on  March  11,  1962.  Both 
PH  T-ll  and  PH  T-l4  identified  MARION  METELITS  has  having  been 
present  at  the  meeting  and  PH  T-ll  further  noted  that  METELITS 
acted  as  chairman  and  opened  the  meeting. 

PH  T-10  on  May  14,  1962,  advised  that  the  Philadelphia 
Chapter  PPCC  sponsored  a  special- forum  in  a  private  home  at 
4586  G  Street  on  May  4,  1962.  MARION  METELITS  chaired  the 
forum,  which  was  attended  by  approximately  18  individuals. 
METELITS  introduced  the  principal  speaker  and  described  him 
as  editor  of  "The  Militant,"  the  weekly  newspaper  of  the 
Socialist  Workers  Party  (SWP). 

The  SWP  has  been  designated  by  the  Attorney 
General  of  the  United  States  pursuant  to 
Executive  Order  10450.

of  the  United  States  blockade  of  Cuba  and  to  prevent  World 
War  III.  Among  the  sponsors  listed  on  this  announcement  was 
the  PPCC. 


Special  Agents  of  the  FBI  observed  the  picket  line 
from  3^30  to  5:30  p.  m.  on  October  25,  1962,  around  City  Hall 
and  noted  that  about  200. individuals  participated  in  the  picket 
line..  Among  those  identified  by  the  Agents  in  the  picket  line 
was  MARION  METELITS.

MARION  METELITS  indicated  that  she  would  participate  in 
the  picket  line  at  Washington,  D.  C.,  on  October  27,  1962. 

PIi  T-5  on  November  16,  1962,  advised  that  a  meeting 
sponsored  by  the  Philadelphia  Chapter  FPCC  was  held  at 
Houston  Hall,  University  of  Pennsylvania,  on  November  7,  1962. 
The  principal  speaker  discussed. his  trip  to  Cuba  and  laudedd 
the  CASTRO  Government  and  the  good  it  has  done  for  the  Cuban 
people.  MARION  METELITS  was  among  the  approximately  100 
individuals  who  attended  this  affair.

CHARACTERIZATION  OF  ORGANIZATIONS 
FAIR  PLAY  FOR  CUBA  COMMITTEE  (FPCC) 


The  April  6,  I960  edition  of  "The  New  York  Times'*  newspaper  contains  a 
full-page  advertisement  captioned  "What  Is  Really  Happening  In  Cuba",  placed  by 
the  FPCC.  This  advertisement  announced  the  formation  of  the  FPCC  in  New  York  City 
and  declared  the  FPCC  intended  to  promulgate  "the  truth ;  about  revolutionary  Cuba" 
to  neutralize  the  distorted  American  press. 

"The  New  York  Times"  edition  of  January  11,  1961,  reported  that  at  a 
hearing  conducted  before  the  United  States  Senate  Internal  Security  Subcommittee  on 
January  10,  1961,  Dr.  CHARLES  A.  SANTOS-BUCH  identified  himself  and  ROBERT  TABER 
as  organizers  of  the  FPCC.  He  also  testified  he  and  TABER  obtained  funds  from  the 
Cuban  Government  which  were  applied  toward  the  cost  of  the  aforementioned  advertise¬ 
ment. 

On  October  3,  I960,  a  source  advised  that  the  Socialist  Workers  Party 
(SWP)  in  New  York  had  become  active  in  the  FPCC,  and  that  SWP  members  in  the  FPCC 
election  had  been  able  to  remove  several  Communist  Party  (CP)  members  who  were  on 
the  Executive  Board  of  the  FPCC  and  gain  control  of  the  organization. 

A  second  source  advised  that  an  announcement  from  National  Headquarters 
of  the  SWP  was  made  on  September  24,  1961,  to  the  effect  RICHARD  GIBSON  had  fired 
the  secretary  in  the  FPCC  headquarters  and  was  trying  to  break  the  SWP  influence 
in  the  FPCC. 

Column  2,  page  8,  of  the  February  22,  1962  edition  of  "The  New  York 
Times",  contains  an  article  captioned  "Castro  Backer  Resigns,"  which  announced 
that  ROBERT  TABER  had  resigned  as  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Flj’CC  and  as  President 
of  the  Institute  for  the  Improvement  of  Inter-American  Relations,  Inc.,  which  had 
organized  the  FPCC  in  April  I960. 

On  Hay  17,  1962,  a  third  source  advised  that  National  Headquarters  of 
the  FPCC  is  located  in  room  329  at  799  Broadway,  New  York  City,  and  that  the  FPCC 
is  operating  under  the  direction  of  RICHARD  GIBSON,  Acting  National  Executive 
Secretary  of  the  FPCC.

The  records  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  New  York 
State  Department  of  State,  Albany,  N.  Y.,  show  that  the 
certificate  of  incorporation  of  Freedomways  Associates, 
Incorporated,  was  filed  on  March  2,  1961. 

The  Spring  1962  issue  of  "Freedomways"  is  self- 
described  as  "a  Quarterly  Review  of  the  Negro  Freedom 
Movement"  published  by  Freedomways  Associates,  Incorporated, 
799  Broadway,  New  York  City. 

On  May  24,  1961,  a  source  advised  that  a  report 
was  given  on  "Freedomways"  at  a  meeting  of  the  National 
Board,  Communist  Party,  USA  (CPUSA),  held  on  May  24,  1961. 

It  was  stated  that  the  original  plan  called  for  the 
publication  to  be  openly  Marxist,  but  that  it  was  later 
decided  it  would  not  be  avowedly  a  Marxist  publication. 
Editorials  are  in  the  hands  of  a  mixed  group  of  Marxists 
and  non-Marxists.  It  was  stated  that  the  central  purpose 
of  "Freedomways"  is  to  develop  a  theory  and  positive  criticism 
of  currents  in  the  Negro  movement,  as  well  as  to  raise  the 
level  of  understanding  and  discussion  taking  place  in  Negro 
life  today  and  to  project  a  socialist  and  pro-Soviet 
orientation . 

On  May  25,  1961,  another  source  advised  that 
"Freedomways"  was  set  up  for  the  CPUSA  by  JAMES  JACKSON, 
a  member  of  the  National  Committee  of  the  CPUSA. 
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INDEPENDENT  CITIZENS  COMMITTEE  (ICC) 


A  source  advised  the  Independent  Citizens  Committee  (ICC)  was  initiated 
and  formed  by  the  Communist  Party,  Eastern  Pennsylvania  and  Delaware  (CPEPD)in 
October,  1962,  to  build  a  left-center  organization  which . would  be  able  to  initiate 
political  activity.  As  of  December  3,  1962,  the  policies  of  the  iCC  were 
dominated  by  the  CPEPD  through  Communist  Party  members  who  were  officers  and  members 

of  the  ICC.

The  July  26th  Movement  is  a  revolutionary  organization  founded  .and  led

stated  that  PSSFC  was  merely  a  paper  organization,  and  this  series  of  i 
forums  was  organized  by  the  District  Education  Commission  (CPEPD)  and  | 
had  to  be  approved  by  the  District  Committee,  CPEPD,  before  being 
put  into  effect. 

This  source  stated  June  12,  1959,  that  the  PSSFC  remained 
under  the  control  of  the  District  Education  Commission,  CPEPD.;  It 
was  planned  by  RUBIN  that  a  new  series  of  forums  would  be  con¬ 
ducted  in  the  fall  of  1959.  1 

The  same  source  related  November  5,  1959,  that  a  new  series 
of  PSSFC  forums  would  be  held  on  the  second  Friday  of  each  month, 
beginning  November  13,  1959,  and  running  through  May  I960,  at  the 
Adelphia  Hotel,  Philadelphia.  Tils  was  announced  at  a  Tj&eeting  of

;  Ifce  third  source  on  May  24,  1962,  advised  that  the 
PSSFC'S;  1961-1962  series  ended  with  a  meeting  May  25,  1962, 
and  in  all  likelihood  a  new  series  (1962-63)  will  begin  in  the 
fall  of  1962.

According  to  the  source®  the  offices  of  the  NADR  are  located  at  118  East 
28th  Street®  Room  703®  New  York  CityD  JOSEPH  BRANDT®  who  the  Communist  Party  has 
placed  in  charge  of  the  dissemination  of  literature  of  the  NADR®  is  employed  at  this 
officeo 


A  second  source  on  January  31®  1961®  identified  JOSEPH  BRANDT  as  a 
member  of  Club  #2  of  the  Upper  West  Side  Communist  Party  Section®  New  York  District 
Communist  Party o 
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A  third  source  made  available  on  August  24 ,  1961,  a  leaflet  captioned 
’•What  Is  The  National  Assembly  For  Democratic  Rights.,"  This  leaflet,  which  states 
that  it  was  published  by  the  NADR,  118  East  28th  Street,  New  York,  No  To,  reads 
as  follows  $ 


"The  National  Assembly  For  Democratic  Rights  is  a  single-action 
undertaking.,  It  is  confined  to  bringing  together  in  NYC,  on  September  23- 
24,  an  all-inclusive  gathering— from  all  parts  of  the  United  States— of 
representatives  and  supporters  of  every  plea  for  reversal  or  non— applica¬ 
tion  of  the  June  5th  decisions  of  the  Supreme  Court  on  the  Smith  and 
McCarran  Acts#  Its  object  is  to  rally  public  opinion  and  give  organized 
voice  to  the  defense  of  Constitutional  freedoms,  especially  guaranteed  by 
t^e^First^and  Fifth  Amendments,  endangered  by  these  five  to  four  rulings , 


_  "The  National  Assembly  is  being  initiated  and  organized  by  a  number 
of  citizens,  each  acting  as  individuals,  concerned  with  the  preservation 
of  democratic  rights.,  Sponsorship  of  this  gathering  implies  no  more  than 
agreement  with  any  essential  aspect  of  the  dissenting  opinions  of  Chief 
Justice  WARREN  or  of  Justice  BLACK,  DOUGLAS  or  BRENNAN  on  the  membership 
clause  of  the  Smith  Act  and  the  registration  provisions  of  the  McCarran 
Act.

"After  adjournment  of  the  National  Assembly,  its  sponsors  may  choose 
to  intensify  their  ef forts--each  in  his  own  way — through  existing  per¬ 
manent  organizations,  to  achieve  the  purposes  for  which  we  shall  have  met, 
hopeful  that  our  gathering  mfiy  have  awakened  the  conscience  of  our  country 
and  helped  rouse  it  to  save  its  democratic  heritage  and  future., "

The  April  6,  I960  edition  of  "The  Now  York  Times”,  newspaper  contained 
a  full-page  advertisement  captioned  "What  Is  Really  Happening  In  Cuba”,,  placed  by 
the  fair  Play  for  Cuba  Committee  (FPCC)o  This  advertisement  announced  the  formation 
of  the  FPCC  in  New  York  City  and  declared  the  FPGC  intended  to  promulgate  '’the 
truth  about  revolutionary  Cuba”  to  neutralize  the  distorted  American  press® 

”The  New  York  Times”  edition  of  January  11,  1961,  reported  that  at  a 
hearing  conducted  before  the  United  States  Senate  Internal  Security  Subcommittee  on 
January  10,  1961,  Dr®  Charles  A.  Santos- Bpch  identified  himself  and  Robert  Taber  as 
organizers  off  the  FPGC®  He  also  testified  he  and  Taber  obtained  funds  from  the 
Cuban  Government  which  were  applied  toward  the  cost  of  the  aforementioned  advertise- 
ment. 

On  May  16,  1963  a  source  advised  that  during  the  first  two  years  of  the 
FPCC fs  existence  there  was  a  struggle  between  Communist  Party  (CP)  and  Socialist 
Workers  Party  (SWP)  elements  to  exert  their  power  within  the  FPCC  and  thereby  in¬ 
fluence  FPCC  policy®  However,  during  th®  past  year  this  source  observed  there  has 
been  a  successful  effort  by  FPCC  leadership  to  minimize  the  role  of  these  and  other 
organizations  in  the  FPCC  so  that  today  their  influence  is  negligible  ® 

On  May  20,  1963  a  second  source  advised  that  the  National  Headquarters  of 
the  FPCC  is  located  in  Roeaa  329  at  799  Brmdway,  New  York  City®  According  to  this 
source,  the  position  of  National  Office  Director  was  created  in  the  Fall  of  1962  arid 
was  filled  by  Vincent  "Ted”  Lee,  who  now  formulates  FPGC  poli^r®  This  source  observed 
Lee  has  followed  a  course  of  entertaining  and  accepting  the  cooperation  of  many  other 
organizations  including  the  CP  and  the  SWP  when  he  has  felt  it  would  be  to  his  person¬ 
al  benefit  as  well  as  the  FPCC9 So  However,  Lee  has  indicated  te  this  source  he  has 
no  intention  ©f  permitting  FPCC  policy  to  be  determined  by  any  other  erganizatidn® 

Lee  feels  the  FPCC  should  advocate  resumption  of  diplomatic  relations  between  Cuba 
and  the  United  States  and  support  the  right  of  Cubans  to  manage  their  revolution  with¬ 
out  interference  from  other  nations,  but  not  support  the  Cuban  revolution  per  se. 

The  CP  and  the  SWP  have  been  designated  pursuant  to  Executive  Order 

10450. 
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PHILADELPHIA  CHAPTER.  FAIR  FLAY  FOR  CUBA  COMMITTEE 

A  source  advised  on  April  3,  1961  that  the  Philadelphia  Chapter,  Fair 
Play  for  Cuba  Committee  (FPCC)  was  formed  on  February  5,  1961  and  is  a  branch  of 
the  national  organization  of  the  Fair  Play  for  Cuba  Committee. 

The  main  purpose  in  organizing  the  FPCC  was  t©  rally  public  opinion  in 
the  United  States  against  any  effort  to  overthrow  Fidel  Castro. 

The  Philadelphia  Chapter  membership  consists  of  elements  of  socialists 
type  groups,  such  as  the  Socialist  Workers  Party  (SWP),  but  no  one  faction  dominates 
th©  operation  of  this  organization. 

A  second  source  advised  on  May  28,  1962,  that  the  Philadelphia  Chapter, 
FPCC,  has  been  relatively  inactive  since  dismissal  of  charges  against  four  FPCC 
picketers  arrested  in  April,  1961.  Activities  are  confined  to  small  gatherings  in 
private  homes,  and  there  have  been  no  recent  large  membership  meetings. 

On  May  10,  1963  the  second  source  reported  that  due  to  lack  of  funds, 
the  Philadelphia  Chapter,  FPCC,  has  fallen  into  complete  inactivity.  Attempts  in 
1963  to  held  social  functions  in  private  hemes  have  failed  to  generate  either 
interest  ©r  support.

PSSFC  was  merely  a  paper  organization  and  this  series  of  forums  was  organized 
by  the  District  Education  Commission  (CPEPD)  and  had  to  be  approved  by  the 
District  Committee  (CPEPD)  before  being  put  into  effect*

A  source  advised  the  Independent  Citizens  Committee  ( ICC)  was 
initiated  and  formed  by  the  Communist  Party,  Eastern  Pennsylvania  and 
Delaware  (CPEPD),  in  October,  1962  to  build  a  left-center  organization  which 
would  be  able  to  initiate  political  activity.  As  of  May  4,  1964,  the  policies 
of  the  ICC  were  dominated  by  the  CPEPD  through  Communist  Party  members  who 
Were  officers  and  members  of  the  ICC. 

On  May  24,  1966  this  same  source  advised  the  ICC  continues  to 
operate  under  the  domination  of  the  CPEPD.

On  May  31,  I960  a  source  advised  that  the  Philadelphia  Friends  of  the 
National  Guardian  was  organized  in  the  Spring  of  1959  through  a  Planning  Committee 
of  approximately  ten  members. 

Another  source  advised  on  March  8,  1966  that  the  Philadelphia  Friends  of 
the  National  Guardian  was  not  activated  by  the  Communist  Party  of  Eastern  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  and  Delaware  (CPEPD),  but  is  made  up  of  former  CP  members  now  known  as  the 
"right  wing.”  The  CP  does  not  direct  or  control  the  organization,  but  the  former 
CP  members  do  follow  the  CP  line  in  their  thinking.  The  organization’s  aim  is  to 
promote  the  '‘National  Guardian”  and  i^s  policies;  however,  it  is  not  a  membership 
organization.  Some  active  members  of  the  CPEPD  have  attended  meetings  of  the 
Philadelphia  Friends  of  the  National  Guardian  but  many  of  those  who  attend  the 
meetings  are  pacifists  or  socialists. 

The  "Guide  to  Subversive  Organizations  and  Publications”,  revised  and 
published  as  of  December  1,  1961  by  the  Committee  on  Un-American  Activities,  U.  S. 
House  of  Representatives,  documents  the  organization  "National  Guardian”  as  follows; 

"Established  by  the  American  Labor  Party  in  1947  as 
a  progressive  weekly.  Although  it  denies  having  any  affiliation 
with  the  CP,  it  has  manifested  itself  from  the  beginning  as  a 
virtual  official  propaganda  arm  of  Soviet  Russia." 

(Committee  on  Un-American  Activities,  report 
"Trial  by  Treason:  The  National  Committee  to 
Secure  Justice  for  the  Rosenbergs  and  Morton 
Sobell",  August  25,  1956,  p.  12) 
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A  source  advised  on  November  14  and  17,  1958  that  a  meeting  of  the 
District  Education  Commission,  Communist  Party  of  Eastern  Pennsylvania  and  Delaware 
(CPEPD),  was  held  November  13,  1958  at  3425  Powel ton  Avenue,  Philadelphia.  At 
this  meeting  DANIEL  RUBIN,  the  District  Education  Director,  presented  a  proposal 
for  a  series  of  forums  under  the  nominal  sponsorship  of  the  Philadelphia  Social 
Science  Forum  Committee  (PSSFC).  The  source  stated  that  PSSFC  was  merely  a  paper 
organization  and  this  series  of  forums  was  organized  by  the  District  Education 
Commission  (CPEPD)  and  had  to  be  approved  by  the  District  Committee  (CPEPD)  before 
being  put  into  effect.

This  source  stated  on  June  12,  1959;  November  5,  1959;  and  October  21, 

I960  that  the  PSSFC  remained  under  the  control  of  the  District  Education  Commission, 
CPEPD. 

A  second  source  reported  on  October  9,  1961,  that  the  District  Executive 
Committee  (DEC),  CPEPD,  met  on  October  2,  1961,  and  approved  plans  to  hold  and  to 
support  a  new  series  of  forums  of  PSSFC  beginning  November  10,  1961  and  ending  in

The  second  source  on  May  8,  1964  advised  that  the  main  purpose  of  the 
PSSFC  is  to  bring  to  Philadelphia  well  known  speakers  who  have  a  pro-Communist 
point  of  view.

ment  of  a  new  national  Marxist-oriented  youth  organization  which  would  hunt  for 
the  most  peaceful  transition  to  socialism.  The  delegates  were  told  that  it  would 
be  reasonable  to  assume  that  the  young  socialists  attracted  into  this  new  organi¬ 
zation  would  eventually  pass  into  the  CP  itself. 

A  second  source  has  advised  that  the  founding  convention  for  the  new 
ypnth  organization  was  held  from  June  19-21,  1964,  at  150  Golden  Gate  Avenue, 

Sin  Francisco,  California,  at  which  time  the  name  W.  E.  B.  DuBois  Clubs  of 
America  (D||a)  was  adopted.  Approximately  500  delegates  from  throughout  the 
United  States  attended  this  convention.  The  aims  of  this  organization,  as  set;  • 
forth  in  the  preamble  to  its  constitution  are:  "It  is  our  belief  that  this 
nation  can  best  solve  its  problems  in  an  atmosphere  of  peaceful  coexistence, 
complete  disarmament  and  true  freedom  for  all  peoples  of  the  world,  and  that 
these  solutions  will  be  reached  mainly  through  the  united  efforts  of  all  demo¬ 
cratic  elements  in  our  country,  composed  essentially  of  the  working  people 
allied  in  ttie  unity  of  Negroes  and  other  minorities  with  whites.  We  further 
fully  recognize  that  the  greatest  threat  to  American  democracy  comes  from  the 
racist  and  right  wing  forces  in  coalition  with  the  most  reactionary  sections  of , 
the  economic  power  structure,  using  the  tool  of  anticommunism  to  divide  and  des-  j 
troy  the  unified  struggle  of  the  working  people." 

/  Over  the  Labor  Day  weekend,  1965,  the  DCA  held  a  conference  in  Chicago,, 
Illinois,  and  a  new  slate  of  officers  was  elected  to  the  National  Executive 
Committee  (NEC)  of  the  DCA.  Since  Labor  Day,  1965,  identities  of  those  serving 
on  the  NEC  has  varied;  however,  according  to  a  third  source  as  of  May,  1966, 
thirteen  of  the  fifteen  members  of  the  NEC  were  members  of  the  CP  in  the  San 
Francisco  Bay  area.
